C. P. Porter, pretending to be an 


agent of the Union Mutual Benefit and 
Life Association of Denver, -Was ar- 
rested early yesterday morning on the 
complaint of several residents of the 
red light district from whom he had 
obtained money under falbe pretenses,. 
He was taken to the police station 
and charged with the crime, which 
he denied, saying that he was the au- 
thorized agent of the company. 


The Chief of Police telegraphed to 


J. S. McCleery, the secretary of the 
Company at Denver, and learned that 
Porter and Tonkin, •whose name Porter 
signed to the receipts given his vic- 
tims, were both frauds. 
The tele- 


gram was as follows: 


"Arrest Porter and J. O Tonkin; are 


not our agents 
Wanted throughout 


the west for fraudulent work. Their 
victims are many." 


This telegram was shown to Porter 


and he said that he could not under- 
stand it ,as Tonkin was the authoriz- 
ed agent and that he was working for 
Tonkin. 


Poiter has a certificate Issued by 


the company, authorizing him to be 
Its agent and also has a certificate Is- 
sued to Tonkin by the same company. 
Porter says that he bought Tonkin's 
certificate from him and that this 1s 
the first time he has used it, but that 
he thought It was alright 
He was 


then asked by the District Attorney, 
why he had signed Tonkin's name to 
the receipts he had given his victims 
He answered this question by saying 
that Tonkin was the authorized agent 
and that he had to'd him to use his 
name. The District Attorney asked him 
for the power of attorney or authority 
given him by Tonkin to use his name 
Porter had no papers to show this 
authority and said that the permission 
had b»en given verbally. 


Porter did his wor kin the tenderloin 


district and all of his victims were 
defrauded out of sums ranging from 
$1 to $5. 
He obtained the money by 


writing out an application for an ac- 
cident or life Insurance pojlicy and 
always gave his victim a receipt sign- 
ed with Tonkin's name. 
One of his 


victims called Lola, became suspicious 
of him and telegraphed to the Com- 
pany, asking whether or not he Was 
their authorized agent. 
The answer 


was in the negative. The police were 
then notified and Immediately commu- 
nicated with the Company and got 
orders to arrest Porter and also Ion- 
kin if he could be founud Porter says 
that Tonkin Is In Arizona 


The police are now holding Porter 


awaiting answers from Secretary Mc- 
Cleery of the Company in regard to 
the matter, and he will probably be 
charged with forgeryl and obtaining 
money under false pretenses 
A com- 


plaint will not be made against him 
until it is learned whether the Insu- 
rance company wishes to have him re- 
turned to Denver for prosecution of 
former crimes or Is willing that he be 
prosecuted here.

the ore it was found that there is 
very little to the district.

disappointment 
reigns and

down and becoming depopulated in a 
measuie 
It waa discovered in most 


cases that the discoveries are only 
surface deep and it is useless to go to 
fuithei expense in developing them. 


Gambling, which has been running 


wide open for a number of years in 
the two towns has been closed down 
and Sunday closing has been threaten- 
ed in all depaitments of tiade. 
The 


change in the conditions has become 
revoluUonaiy in its effects and but 
little hope is entertained for the fu- 
ture of the country as a mining dis- 
tilct.
